Quincy's Contribution to the Rebellion: 


From the interesting table on page 462 of 
the Rebellion Record, prepared under the 
direction of our effictent Town Clerk, George 
L. Gill, Esq., we make the following extract: 

Quincy bas furnished under the several 
calls of the President, from April 16, 1261, 
to Dec. 19h, 1864, eight hundred and forty 
seven men. The aggregate amount of boun- 
lies paid (including $12.651 63, which was 
raised by subscription during the summer of 
1864,) is $47,284 13. The aggregate amount 
of other expenses, connected with recruilings 
including pay of Town officers, transports- 
tion of recruits, preparing records, &c., is 
$1,627 98; making the total expense incurred 
by the town by reason of the Rebellion 
$48,912 11. 

The average cost per man is a fraction ofa 
cent less than $57 75.

ACCIDENT. 
place, (sixty-five years of age) was walking 
on the track of the Old Colony and New- 
port Railroad, on Thursday morning last, 
about a quarter of a mile above the South 
depot, near the curve, he was met by two 
trains, — a burden train from the city, and 
the New York 
bound —under rapid headway. 
to cross the rails on the track of the latter, just 
before the accident, but it appears not far 


passenger train, — inward 


IIe was seen 


enough, to avuid a collision, as he was struck 
by the passing cars, receiving a most ghastly 
wound on the left side of the head, extend- 
ing nearly from the eye to the ear; fracturing 
the skull in such a manner, that the brain was 
laid plainly open to view.—causing instant 
death. 

Coroner Bass was present, and had the re- 
mains removed to the residence of the de- 
ceased, on Brackett’s wharf,—and as circum- 
cumstances seemed to require it, give direc- 
uons for the interment. 

Coroner's Injuest. The following verdict 
was rendered by the Jury of Inquest on the 
death of Mr. Taylor, viz: 

“That he came to death about ten 
minutes past six o'clock, a.m., of the 24th 
day of August, instant, by beng struck on 
the head by the Steamboat train on the Old 
Colony end Newport Railroad in Quincy, 
near the curve at Penr’s Hill. We are iso 
of opinion that it was not ta the power of 
those who had the conducting of the train to 
avoid the accident ; but that it was owing to 
his own imprudence, by waiking on the track 
of the railroad, as is too often carelessiv done, 
at the risk of the lives of those who thus ex- 
pose the:nselvcs.”

ton, was seriously injured. He was leaving 
one car to co into another when the coilision 
took place, and was caught between the two 
a little above the ankle, receiving a compound 
fracture, both bones being broken. A youth 
named McCormick received a contusion on 
the head and had his ankle sprained; Mrs. 
Louisa Shattuck, of Charlestown, was slightly 
injured, and another lady was somewhat hurt, 


but not seriously. The scene which followed 


the collision, 1t is said, beggars description ; 


the fears of the whole multitude were wrought 
up to the highest pitch. Some of our Quincy 
people were of the company, but they al! 
escaped, we believe, unhermed.

fifty-two feet on land of Harvey Field;

thirty-one feet on land of Charles F. Adams ; 
thence running by an arc seven hundred and 
seventy-six feet on land of Cherles F. Adams: 
thence running southerly on land of Charles 
fF. Adams two hundred and twenty-nine feet ; 
thence the same course eighteen hundred 
and fifty-eight feet on land of the heirs of 
Thomas B. Adams; thence the saine course 
two hundred and fifteen feet on land of the 
heira of Samuel Capen to or near the junction 
of Washington street and Granite street in 
Braintree.
